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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 10-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6 September 
2005. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 6 October 2005 was 
recorded electronically after the completion of the first action on the merits on 6 October 
2005. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. 
Accordingly, the examiner is considering the information disclosure statement. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 6-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear 
what is meant by 'the use of items in helping the human deal with discharged body 
fluids.' 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Language Interpretation 

4. The term 'items' as recited in claims 6-9 includes a plurality or more than one 
item. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification does not reasonably provide enablement for the 'miscarriage kit'. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to reproduce the miscarriage kit the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. Specifically, the 'miscarriage kit' could be 
any available collection of items capable of being used to deal with a miscarriage or 
collection of bodily fluids. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schumacher (US 4,917,238; herein 'Schumacher'). Regarding claims 1-4 Schumacher 
discloses a waste cleanup/miscarriage kit 10 for cleaning up body waste such as vomit, 
blood, feces and the like (col. 2, II. 6-7, figure 1) comprising a scoop/specimen pan 80 
and container 64 capable of holding pregnancy remains or any other substance (col. 3, 
II. 1-3 and line 33). 

Regarding claims 5-9 Schumacher discloses label/list 63 (col. 2, II. 64-68); 
disposable towels 50, 51, 52 (col. 2, II. 45-47); two plastic bags 53,54 (col. 4, II. 47-48); 
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disposable plastic gloves 57,58 (col. 2, II. 52-53); absorbent material 62 (col. 2, II. 54- 
55), germicidal hand wipe 7 and scraper 90 (col. 3, lines 25 and 33-34). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Aruffo et al. (US 6,579,271) is cited for showing a post surgery 
drain kit with measuring cups/container and specimen pan 14, contents map/list 36, 
gauze pads 16, adhesive tape remover pads 18, pencil 22, soap 24, tape 26, belt bags 
28 and drain labels 30. Sangha et al. (US 2003/0012701) is cited for showing a 
specimen sampling kit 10 with vial/specimen pan 31, waste bag/container 48, 
information card 46, alcohol pad 34, funnel 33, bandage 42, envelope 49, labels 52a 
and 52b, absorbent 54 and securing sleeve 50. Burgess (US 2003/0136704) is cited for 
showing a sanitary napkin kit with panties 13, sanitary napkins and/or tampons, moist 
hand towels 18. Misra (US 6,012,586) is cited for showing a medical procedure kit used 
in angiographic procedures with needles, drugs, gowns, balloons, wires, stents, and 
clips. Higson (US 5,515,974) is cited for showing an emergency and security kit 10 with 
plastic case/container 12, instructions, flashlight 16, fire extinguisher 30, radio 18, first 
aid kit 20, candles 22, battery 24, flares, whistles and air horn 26, and security spray 28. 
Finkel et al. (US 4,702,378) is cited for showing a disposable kit used for baby changing 
or other purposes with container/specimen pan 16,18,20, labels/list 12, coupons 70, 
disposable towel/container 1 08, disposable razor, comb, toothbrush and soap. Mathis 
(US 4,205,869) is cited for showing animal litter collecting box with scraper 26, bag/liner 
24 and twist tie 25. Stoner (US 5,244,096) is cited for showing an STD-prevention kit 10 
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with condom 30, instructions 31, toothbrush 35 and four solution containers 36,37,38 
and 39. Nieves (US 5,261,531) is cited for showing a sanitary kit 10 with sanitary 
napkin/container 26, impermeable envelope/pan 12, instructions 16, dry wipe 20, and 
moistened paper towel 26.
